Weight, Measure 
Report Issued 

Montgomery County 
Bureau Made 2,072,- 
946 Tests in 1942 

The extensive activities carried on 
by the Montgomery County Bureau 
of Weights and Measures in the in- 
terest of consumers are indicated in 
the annual report of William H. 
Jones, Supervisor of the Bureau, ior 
1942. 

The report was made to County 
Commissioners Fred C. Peters. Fos- 
ter C. Hillegass and Raymond K. 
Mensch and to the Department of 
Internal Affairs at Harrisburg. 

A total of 2,072,946 scales, weights, 
measures and other devices were 
tested during the year by Supervisor 
Jones and his assistants. Of these, 
5520 were found incorrect and con- 
demned and 10,650 others were ad- 
justed. 

Among the devices tested by the 
County Bureau were gasoline pumps, 
of which 2521 were checked and 
found correct, 249 condemned and 
five adjusted. Eight hundred and 
nine coal trucks were found to carry 
the correct weight, 202 were incor- 
rect and condemned and 49 were 
adjusted. 

Of the platform scales tested, 774 
were found to be correct while 218 
were condemned. Examination of 
counter scales showed 954 were cor- 
rect, none were condemned and 81 
were adjusted. Of the computing 
scales checked, 2801 were found 
correct, 79 were condemned and 619 
adjusted. 

Other items checked and okayed 
included 623, 909 bags, 553,868 pack- 
ages, 535,872 boxes, 284,615 cans, 26,- 
143 oil bottles and 10,779 baskets.

Adopt Measures to 
Control Smallpox 

Food Handlers in Boro 
Must Be Vaccinated 

Measures to prevent the occur- 
rence of smallpox In the Borough 
were adopted by the Narberth 
Board of Health Tuesday night. 

In their regulations they went 
one step further than Lower Merlon 
in requiring that all food handlers 
working in the Borough must pre- 
sent certificate of vaccination. 

Arthur L. Cooke, who has now 
been called into the service, pre- 
sided at the meeting. 

The resolution of the Narberth 
Health Board follows: 

"WHEREAS the infection of 
smallpox is known to exist in cer- 
tain areas of this Commonwealth, 
and 

"WHEREAS this infection may 
spread to the Inhabitants of the 
Borough of Narberth, the Board of 
Health in regular meeting as- 
sembled on Tuesday evening, Janu- 
ary 5th. 1943, adopted the following 
resolution for the protection of the 
Public Health: 

"l. The Health Officer of this 
Board is hereby directed to exclude 
from the Borough of Narberth all 
persons known to come from any 
district in which there is smallpox, 
unless each such person presents to 
the Health Officer an acceptable 
certificate of recent vaccination. 

"2. It is further required that all 
food handlers working in the Bor- 
ough of Narberth, present to the 
Health Officer a certificate of small- 
pox vaccination, dated within five 
years. 

"3. The Board of Health strong- 
ly recommends that all pupils in 
all schools in the Borough of Nar- 
berth be re-vaccinated against 
smallpox, unless they have been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated within five 
years. 

"4. The Board of Health strong- 
ly recommends that all persons in 
the Borough of Narberth who have 
not been successfully vaccinated 
against smallpox within five years, 
be vaccinated immediately."

Refer Police "Pool 
To D. A/s Office 

Deadline Set By 

Magistrate Was Up 
On Thursday 

Investigation of Lower Merion's 
police football lottery was referred 
to the D.A.'s office in Norristown by 
Magistrate Walter B. Lownes, Jr., 
on Thursday. 

Thursday was the deadline Magis- 
trate Lownes set two weeks ago for 
the local police officials to investi- 
gate the football pool which the 
squire contends has been operated 
among both police and township 
employes. 

Since Lower Merion police arres- 
tpd a St. Joseph's College youth and 
the three Lower Merion High 
School athletes Magistrate Lownes 
has contended that they were dis- 
criminatory. He said that if the law 
was to be enforced it should be 
applied to all classes of people 
regardless of creed, race and age. 

Police officials contend that the 
arrest of the high school was neces- 
sary to get the higher-ups. 

Magistrate Lownes said he was 
assembling all the facts and turn- 
ing them over to Dlsterlct Attorney 
Frederick B. Smillie for what 
action he considered proper and 
necessary. The District Attorney 
has already said he did not consider 
the arrest of the boys was neces- 
sary. He has made no statement 
regarding reports that a police 
football pool has been in operation. 

The District Attorney's office, 
Magistrate Lownes said, had both 
the investigating facilities and the 
power to handle cases where com- 
plaints have been made against local 
police officials.

(Editor's note: It left 
Narberth October 30. 1942. > My jov 
at being remembered by such loyal 
friends and neighbors was unbound - 
'" ed. I could not help, even with the 
Big Notice "DON'T OPEN UNTIL 
CHRISTMAS." to examine ju.-t one 
little package to what Good St. 
Nicholas had sent. I opened the 
'•choice pig-skin case with knife, file 
^and key-set and sin re then I have 
! to know all the different Items. 
How you good people ever were 
■able to arrange such an expensive 
"and elaborate gift-box is more than 
t Can figure and that is the opinion 
of all who have seen the numerous 
articles. It is certainly a real proof 
that Narberth is back of its men 
in the Service the same as you al- 
ways have been in every great emer- 
gency where the public spirit of 
our citizens is needed 

I could, under ordinary circum- 
stances," go on for some time and 
tell Of what is going on here in the 
"Way-Down-Under" of the South 
Pacific, but I know it would not be 
Wise "nor would it ever get past the 
spot tcensor. Nevertheless, our boys 
are doing magnificent work in this 
sector. Those of you at home know 
more of the total results of this 
■- whlggle than we who are on the 
Front, as we can see only our own 
arena of action and are in no parti- 
cular position to learn of the con- 
difctons at large. 

What the boys desire here are, 
Of all things, fresh milk, real Ice- 
cream, Coca-Cola, yes, and a little 
!'- good beer. None of these tilings 
have we seen during the ten months 
j have been here. 

It Is our hope that some time in 
v th» near futu-e when our country 
;. Is able to provide ships enough to 
' get the necessities to carry on this 



war over here, that perhaps we can 
expect to gel some of the little ex- 
tras that 1-elp keep men civilized. 
Our men hive gone though plenty, 
but you never hear txiem. complain. 
They realize there is a job to be 
done and they are willing to give 
all they possess to accomplish what 
we have set out to do. Yet they 
rightfully look to YOU. the people 
at home, to keep up that life-line 
of urgently needed supplies. 

Please permit me to again thank 
you all for your kind remembrame. 
Every hour of the day, through the 
medium of these girts, the memory 
of Nar'.ierth is born home to me. 
since they arc constantly in use. 
May I also take this opportunity 
to tha-ik the thoughful person who 
has been so kind as to send me 
•OUR TOWN." which always re- 
ceives immediate attention WHEN 
it gets through. I am feeling tops, 
even' though I am a lot thinner 
than when back in St. Margaret's, 
and so I don't have much extra 
weight to carry. 

It has been very quiet here for 
the last few hours, quite too quiet 
for comfort, and so I have to call 
this quits and -see what is up. May 
the good God shower his very best 
blessing on our Country and especi- 
ally Narberth. And may we all with 
holy hope expect to see the fulfil- 
ment of the Clri'istmas Promise ear- 
ly in 1943; "Glory to God in the 
highest: and on earth peace to men 
of good-will.''

We are entering a new phase of the war and within the last few days 
most of us have begun to realize it. It is a phase when swift and necessary 
war demands may change our mode of life over night What can happen we 
can see in the ban against pleasure driving and the add.tional 25 percent cur- 
tailment in the use of heating oil. 

Before long we may expect changes, equally as drastic, to occur in the 
Susiness world. Measures to pool deliveries, limit shopping hours rat.on our 
daily supplies still more are no longer theoretical possibilities. Ihey are |ust 
around the corner. 

The OPA for this area has already asked business organizations in sub- 
urban communities to form merchants" war-tirrfe committees The function of 
these committees will be to study the war-time problems of local merchants 
and then working with OPA officials, devise means of greater participation in 
war effort It will be the objective of this committee to liberate more man- 
power for war and industrial services and, at the same time, keep intact mini- 
mum requirements to preserve the home front. 

With the appointment of a local war-time merchants committee by the 
Narber+h Borough Council the first steps will be taken in reorganizing our 
shopping practices. Through consultation with all your merchants the com- 
mittee will try to shape local trade practices to the minimum needs ot the 
householder. 

Whatever may be necessary to win this war both OPA officials <wid the 
Narberth Business Council are in accord on a policy of keeping the public in- 
formed. Customer-merchant cooperation is now more essential than it ever 
was in war time. 

Looking back over the past few weeks it is evident that much ground 
has been broken in establishing a more cordial relation between local mer- 
chants and their customers. They have already signed a working agreement 
for the duration of the war.
